Your Board of Directors met in San Antonio in April for the 
annual spring board meeting. We had a very good meeting and 
many important points were discussed. One item that was de- 
cided was that the annual QSO parties would be combined for 
1997, our 50th anniversary. You will see new rules for this event 
because in this party/contest, QCWA is inviting any amateur in 
the world to participate. We expect a very large turnout because 
this means non-members can take part. Details for the rules will 
be upcoming soon. Elsewhere in this is issue you will find the 
minutes of our board meeting. 

You'll also find a notice printed at the end of this message 
that regards the removal of code licensing requirements. Ama- 
teur radio is heading for considerable turmoil and we wish to 
establish our position as early as possible. All of you, | am sure, 
have heard that Morse code has been dropped from most of the 
military and maritime services and there has been a move afoot 
to drop it from amateur radio. This action will certainly come up 
at the international conference in 1999. Some of us feel that drop- 
ping the code requirement or knowledge will certainly lead to 
the eventual dropping or severe shortening of the CW band seg- 
ments and we would dislike such action very much. | like to 
point out that with our 10,000 members plus, we have a mini- 
mum collective experience of 250,000 years! That, by any stan- 
dard, is one heckuva a lot of experience. 

Most of our members are also ARRL members and we like to 
support the League in their decisions. But there may come a 
point where QCWA will have to stand firm on what we believe is 
right. We have listened to some of the speeches made by some 
League officials and what they are saying is making some of us 
very nervous. Recently, at a large QCWA chapter meeting at the 
Marconi (Chapter 138) in New Jersey, a high ranking League of-

ficer addressed the group, prima- 
rily about the elimination of code 
at the 1999 conference. A vote 
was requested of the audience of 
those in favor of dropping the 
code. Not a single person voted 
in favor of dropping the code!! 

If necessary, we will poll all 
of our members and hopefully, 
so will ARRL. Neither organiza- 
tion "represents" all of the Ameri- 
can amateurs, we represent a 
very small percentage, but again, we have experience on our side. 
ARRL represents probably only one fifth of the American hams. 
Don't misunderstand what I am saying~I spent 32 years working 
at ARRL Headquarters, I am a life member and I strongly sup- 
port nearly all of ARRL functions. Just let us hope they take the 
correct actions. 

The election for your Board of Directors is coming up and 
you will be receiving ballots very soon. Please get out your last 
Journal and carefully study the list of candidates and then vote 
accordingly. We have fine candidates for this election and for 
myself, | am very pleased with the nominations made by your 
nominating committee. 

I am not sure if this is my last message to you as your presi- 
dent-I may be able to write something in the fall issue. Jack 
Kelleher will be taking over on September Ist. 1 wish to thank 
the QCWA members for their support and also the officers and 
the Board of Directors. I know | am responsible for many changes 
in our operation and management and I think they were all for 
the good of the organization. QCWA has a very bright future and 
lam sure that the membership wants us to have a strong say in 
the future of amateur radio. W1ICP 


As many of you have read or heard, we are approaching a crisis in amateur radio that will require action or a stand on the part 
of QCWA. This crisis is a decision on our collective position on NO-CODE HF licensing. The ARRL has formed a committee to 
study their position for the WRC 1999 convention. This committee will study and make changes in our licensing rules. Some of the 
information leaking out of this committee is disturbing. Some countries have already expressed desires to eliminate the Morse code 
requirements as part of amateur radio requirements to hold a license for HF operation. One high ranking League official has stated 
on several occasions that the majority of ARRL members desire to eliminate the code requirements. The majority of the QCWA 
Board of Directors do not agree with this premiss. 

In conversations with QCWA directors and officers, I find that they are almost 100 percent opposed to the elimination of the 
code requirement. There is no doubt that there has been an elimination of the code from many services, such as our military and 
maritime services. But amateur radio is not part of the military of maritime service. We are our own service. The very history of 
amateur radio is directly related to the Morse code. And while a few amateurs have wanted the elimination of code, there has been 
no serious change in the American attitude for requiring code as part of our examinations. 

We, the Board of Directors, need your input. QCWA cannot sit idly by and let amateur radio fall apart. There are several avenues 
open to us. Let us assume some scenarios that might help. Then we need to state our position to the FCC and do it repeatedly until 
the WRC 1999 affair. 

At this point in time it is probably completely fruitless to attempt to keep a status quo. We don't think the FCC will take any 
action on code requirements until after 1999. But it is not time to sit back and wait. Let us have your feelings so we can set a policy- 
-are you in favor of no code for HF, below 30 Mhz? Keep in mind one very simple fact or point, if we do away with code require- 
ments can the loss of the cw band segments be far behind? 

In any event, it is time for you members to sit down and give us your thoughts about this problem so we can act accordingly. We 
cannot just ignore the problem--we have countless years of experience-let us use this experience. And, from studying the public 
statments by some of the League high officials, we cannot trust them in their actions on this point. We know that your QCWA 
Board of Directors have strong feelings on this subject. Do you want to see the code eliminated? Please send your comments to 
Headquarters at Eugene, Oregon by October Ist. It only takes a stamp to let us know.

The Committee discussed the separation 
of the F & A Committee and the nomination of Lew McCoy as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee upon completion of his 
present duties. The proposal was made and accepted. The pro- 
posal made at Manchester that Wes Randles would assume 
the position as QCWA Historian upon completion of his 
present duties, was affirmed. 
2nd Committee of the Whole 

Upon return of McCoy and Randles a second committee of 
the whole was called, chaired by Pres. McCoy with Director 
Gary Harrison absent. President McCoy briefed the commit- 
tee on the resignation of Director Yoder, who was the nominee 
for Vice President, and the consequent need for Board approval 
of another candidate for Vice President. After brief discus- 
sion it was moved, seconded and unanimously approved that 
Gary Harrison be the replacement candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent. The 2nd committee of the whole then adjourned. 
Report by the General Manager 

GM Jim Walsh reported on his activities, including Mail- 
ing; Data Base; Members; Internet, Phone numbers and Chap- 
ters. He advises that postal regulations are getting tighter but 
that he is able to maintain the maximum discounts for not 
only QCWA Journal mailing, but for the Hot Line Report mail- 
ings. 

Interest continues for new viewers to our "page" on the 
Internet. There is an increase in Chapter secretaries who are 
making good use to inquire about their members and to order 
supplies for the Chapters. As of this time over 5000 people 
have made a connect through the Internet. 

Chapter reports went reasonably well this year - but we 
still have a few Chapters who were slow in returning their 
paper work. A HLR report will be going out soon and it will 
include this report as well as a Brochure and a few applica- 
tions to each Chapter. 


Ts Meeting was called to order by President Lewis 


Treasurer Wes Randles pre- 
sented the Financial Report for 
1995 as prepared by Robert 
Wright, CPA of Eugene, OR. 

He advised that the Scholar- 
ship Fund as of January 1, 1995 
was $123,840. To this add the 
donations of $19,754 making a 
total of $143,594. The investment 
returns on this amount was 
$10,626. There was a carryover 
from last year of $1,272. This 
amount added to the $10,626 
gives a total of $11,898. From 
this amount a check for $10,200 
was sent to the Foundation for Amateur Radio to cover the 
Scholarships for 1996. This leaves a carryover of $1,698. 

The Scholarship program will be handled later by Chmn 
Smith. A motion was made and passed to contribute $500.00 
to the Scholarship program in honor of deceased Director 
Milton Chaffee. 

The Building Fund as of January 1, 1995 was $28,644. To 
this add the donations of $300 for a total of $28,944. The 
investment return on this amount was $2,142, plus net sales 
from Caps & T-Shirts of $432; for a total in the Building Fund 
of $31,518. 

Committee Reports 

Chairman Kelleher reported on the Finance and Adminis- 
tration Committee meeting held on April 11. 

Investments: The total value of QCWA's investments is 
about $495,000.. The overall yield for 1995 was about 7.2%, 
or $32,000, which is a little lower than our objective of 7.5%. 

Dues: Reaction of the membership indicates that we should 
provide more information on the rationale for the dues in- 
crease, which we hope to provide in either the summer or fall 
issue of the Journal. 

Management: We need to reduce the time required to pro- 
duce reports on budgeted versus actual receipts and expendi- 
tures for a given period, in order to exercise more effective 
financial control. For example, the General Manager's monthly 
reports on receipts and expenditures can be distributed 
monthly (as is now done), and used as an informal status 
report until confirmed quarterly by the Accountant. 

The membership Services & Chapter Assistance report was 
presented by Chairman Harrison. His activities have involved 
participating in regional hamfests and assisting local chap- 
ters in obtaining booths at several hamfests. Another activity 
of the Committee has involved a serious look at increasing 
QCWA membership in general. 

The Committee will continue exploring avenues of ap- 
proach maintaining contact with other members and also the 
General Manager. A motion was made and passed to initiate 
an award program for recruitment - details of this program 
will be announced. 

New Chapter #195 with the name of Sun City Center was 
officially recognized and approved. 

Chairman Edel presented the QCWA Activities report. His

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Everything 
you wanted to know 
about PACKET.......well, MAYBE

rectors meeting in San Antonio. At one of the gath- 

erings, someone suggested that I write a brief ar- 
ticle for the Journal on Packet Radio. The comment was some- 
thing like...."I've got a computer and I'd like to get on Packet, 
but I have no idea how to do it. Why don't you write some- 
thing"? As it happens, I run a Packet bulletin board, and he 
assumed I had all of the answers. Well, not quite! But, for 
those of you who have no idea of what's involved with Packet, 
read on. This article is for YOU! If you're already working in 
the digital mode, flip the page. Packet can be useful and fun 
and it's the only mode where you can chat in real time or send 
a message to someone even if they're not physically present at 
the other end. There are three basic components that you'll 
need to get up and running, and we'll look at them one at a 
time....the computer, the radio and the TNC. 

First, the computer. If you don't have one by now, you're 
missing one of the greatest tools of the 20th Century! Sure, 
you can get by on Packet with a thing called a "dumb termi- 
nal", but why invest in something that has limited use? Prices 
have never been lower on new units and the used computer 
market borders on give away status! A computer will allow 
you to write letters (and check your spelling), balance your 
checkbook (effortlessly), keep track of your investments (flaw- 
lessly) and a host of other 'normal' uses too numerous to men- 
tion. Then, there's ham radio. How about a propagation pro- 
gram that will show every aspect of the propagation science; 
a logging program that will track ALL of your contacts by coun- 
try, band and mode, QSL -Yes or No, and tell you when to 
submit for an award or endorsement? Track satellites and point 
your antennas automatically. And then there's Packet Radio 
and many software programs, DOS and Windows, to get you 
up and talking. Even if you have no interest in Packet, you 
deserve a computer and this is a great time to get one. Dis- 
cuss your needs with a "computer-literate” friend and you 
should be able to find something economical to meet all of 
your needs. 

Next, the radio. Packet signals can be found on HF, VHF, 
and UHF. Since you're starting out, it's probably best to get 
your feet wet on 2 meters. If you have an HT, and you can 
connect to the audio input, output and PTT, you're there! The 
next, obvious question is "What frequency?" Check your ARRL 
Repeater Directory and look for packet in your area. 145.01 is 
the most common. Tune your HT to the frequency and listen. 
If you can hear the "BRAPPPPTT" of a packet signal, great. So 
far, so good. 

The final item is that bit of magic that puts it all together, 
the TNC (Terminal Node Controller). Now, I'm not about to 
tell you what happens inside that little black box except that 
it takes the audio signal from the HT and converts it into some- 
thing that can be stuffed into the serial port of your new com- 


A few weeks ago, I attended the QCWA Board of Di- 
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puter (you did rush out and buy one, didn't you)? It also takes 
the output of your computer and converts it into an audio 
signal that's put into the mike input of your HT. Simple, isn't 
it? Virtually all of the available TNCs have an additional fea- 
ture called a MAIL BOX. I'll get to that in a minute, An entry 
level TNC will cost about $100, less on the used market. Most 
come with software programs and a full set of instructions. 
You may be able to borrow a TNC and do a little investigating 
before you spend any money on a TNC. Okay...if you're still 
with me at this point, the next question is, "SO WHAT?" What 
can I do with this equipment now that I've got it? 

First, there's the "standard" packet network.....a series of 
linked, nation-wide LANs (Local Area Networks) where ama- 
teurs can chat with each other keyboard-to-keyboard, leave 
messages on individual TNC Mail Boxes or connect to a local 
bulletin board where they can read a plethora of bulletins from 
around the world on a variety of subjects. The bulletin boards 
also offer forwarding of personal messages and bulletins 
around the world using HF and satellites. ARRL bulletins on 
DX, propagation and other topics appear regularly. On my BBS, 
we have a feature that allows a message to be sent to all the 
Chapter members who are on packet..... in a matter of sec- 
onds. When the TNC receives the message, a little LED flashes 
to let them know a message is waiting. 

Next, there are the DX Clusters. Here you will find literally 
hundreds of amateurs passing information on DX "spots"...who 
the DX is, where the DX is, and comments about what is be- 
ing worked , signal strength, QSL route, etc. The DX Clusters 
also maintain "libraries" with a wealth of other information 
including QSL managers, ARRL and Ohio/Penn DX bulletins, 
propagation reports and just about anything needed by a DXer. 
Imagine this, if you can: A DX "spot" appears on your screen 
for P5XX......14.050. Your software checks and finds you haven't 
worked a P5 on 20m CW. The computer tunes your transceiver 
to the proper frequency, points the beam to the proper head- 
ing, automatically calls the station and recognizes the response, 
gives a 599 (from the digital S meter), logs the contact and 
prints the QSL! You, meanwhile, were having dinner! 
Yup...with a voice synthesizer, you could "work" them on SSB 
too. While most of us would agree this is an extreme, it's an 
example of what can be done.... TODAY! 

Finally, here in the Southeastern USA, we have another 
network called SEDAN (South Eastern Digital Amateur Net- 
work) which is devoted entirely to passing emergency 
messages......no forwarding as with the BBS, no DX "spots", 
just emergency traffic. With many of the links on back-up 
power, the Network currently stretches from the Atlantic Ocean 
to Nashville, TN and from Orlando to the Pennsylvania bor- 
der. There are plans to extend the range further north into 
New Jersey (I guess the "S" will get dropped if the spread con- 
tinues). Currently, it's possible to connect from northern Vir- 
ginia to Nashville in about 5 seconds. Regardless of what you 
may have heard, Packet is getting faster! 

Hopefully, I've piqued your interest in Packet by writing 
this short article. For more information, K+ABT runs a regu- 
lar Packet column in CQ magazine and "Packet Perspective" 
by WA1LOU appears in QST. ARRL publishes "Your Gateway 
to Packet Radio" by WA1LOU and Joe Kasser, W3/G3ZCZ has 
written "Basic Packet Radio" as well as authoring "Lan-Link", a 
Packet software program in wide use.

WAS - Another Club Project

Another Way to Help Revitalize Your Chapter 


ur club's program, Calls for Kids, described previously is an ongoing 
program for helping kids who are in a hospital for an extended period of 


time. This article will describe an activity which our club takes on each 
year. It's fun for all, gets many members involved, and helps members hone their 
skills with the microphone or key. Started as a one-time project, it has generated so 
much enthusiasm that it has become an annual event. 

Each fall we get together to try to work all states in one day. Have we ever suc- 
ceeded? No, and I for one hope we never do. It's the trying that is the fun, and since 
it is not part of any contest, the only pressure is that which we put on ourselves. . .I 
assure you that it isn't very great. We're too busy enjoying ourselves to generate 
much pressure. That, and the fact that there are no special rules and we limit the 
operating period to less than eight hours, reduces the stress to nil! 

While we set up in our club room, there is no reason that we couldn't set up at 
one of the members shacks, or, if the weather permits, in a park or wherever. The 
club has a beam antenna on the roof along with an all-band dipole. This limits us to 
two transmitters. Often one is on SSB and the other on CW, but the operators set up 
as they wish. Also we don't use power amplifiers, which reduces the QRM between 
the two stations. 

One of our members acts as chairman of the session. He assigns operators to 
two-hour shifts, arranges for the equipment and in general makes things work. Some 
of the members show up only for their assigned shift, but most are there for the 
entire day. It's up to the individual. As a result of the extra operators, anyone who 
tires has no trouble getting relief, and there is no shortage of loggers. 

A large chart is prepared ahead of time which lists all 50 states in alphabetical 
order. It is large enough to be read from the operating positions and elsewhere in the 
room. We mount it on a large piece of rigid foam and use tasseled swizzle sticks to 
mark each successful contact of a new state. As the day passes and the states pile up, 
the excitement increases as each new state is flagged. 

Some of the guys bring in donuts and the coffee pot and coolers of pop and 807s 
are always ready. A local pizza shop delivers lunch. Nobody starves or goes dry. 

How have we done so far? The average number of states is about 35. Is that good? 
I don't know, but we keep coming back each year, so it can't be too bad. Could we do 
better? Probably, but it would take more work and increase the pressure on the op- 
erators and loggers, so why worry! Besides, we want everyone to take part, not just 
the contest pros. 

So give it a try! Special certificates are cheaply made to be sent to all contacts 
who send an SASE and the QSL cards look nice on the club room wall. No club 
room? An inexpensive photo album will do just as well, and everybody can see how 
much fun you had. Incidentally, if there is a craft show or community fair in the 
area, you can set up there and display that Chapter banner that has only been used 
at your monthly meetings. But the main thing is- HAVE FUN! W®OREP

ARRL FILES REQUEST TO EXPAND PRB-1 

In a petition for rulemaking filed February 7, the League 
calls on the FCC to amend Section 97.15(E) to say that any 
state or local ordinances restricting ham radio antennas to 
heights below 70 feet would be presumed unreasonable, un- 
less the state or local authority could show that its restric- 
tions support a clearly defined health, safety or aesthetic ob- 
jective. State and local governments also could not impose 
substantial application costs on amateur service licensees. 
The League also wants the FCC to acknowledge that it has an 
interest in the effective performance of amateur radio stations 
in areas regulated by deed restrictions or restrictive covenants 
rather than by local zoning ordinances. 

FCC SAYS YES TO HAMS ON 219-220 MHz 
(ARRL Bulletin 8, 013196) 

The FCC has affirmed the secondary allocation of 219-220 
MHz to Amateur Radio. The action, for the most part, denies 
a Petition for Reconsideration filed by Orion Telecom, an Au- 
tomated Maritime Telecommunications System (AMTS) lic- 
ensee. 

ARRL vs. AUTO LOCATION 

In comments on an FCC Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
to temporarily remove hams from the band 75.5 to 81 GHz, 
the League asked the FCC to maintain the existing ham allo- 
cations, to spur development of short-range high-speed data 
links. 

Automobile manufacturers differ on the issue of contin- 
ued Amateur Radio use of the 76-77 GHz band. Ford Motor 
Company opposes continued use of the band by hams. Gen- 
eral Motors says that vehicle radar systems would not be ad- 
versely affected by continued amateur use of the band. Japa- 
nese automakers don't want to use these frequencies at all. 
They say they prefer 60-61 GHz for these systems. 
AMATEUR RADIO RESTRUCTURING 

This item is not an FCC highlight; but it does have a bear- 
ing on the ARRL's future position on licensing, on interna- 
tional licenses, and other quasi-regulatory issues. 

Here is a condensation of a Resolution adopted at the An- 
nual meeting of the ARRL Board of Directors on January 19 
and 20: WHEREAS, various concepts for simplification of the 
Amateur Radio Service licensing structure are being discussed 
in the amateur community; and 

WHEREAS, the Leaague is committed to the principle that 
no structural changes should reduce the privileges of existing 
classes; and WHERAS, maintaining integrity of the amateur 
examination and licensing process is essential to the future 
health and growth of Amateur Radio; and WHEREAS, the 
League is cognizant of efforts to harmonize the standards for 
amateur licensing in different countries, which supports the 
objective of reducing the barriers to the movement of radio 
amateurs across international borders; and WHEREAS, these 
issues are related to the provisional WRC-99 agenda item to 
consider Article S 25 of the international Radio Regulations, 
the technical and operational rules governing the Amateur and 
Amateur Satellite Services, including but not limited to the 
requirement to demonstrate Morse code ability in order to op- 
erate below 30 MHz; and 
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WHEREAS, the ARRL Board of 
Directors recognizes that it is es- 
sential for the League to solicit 
input on these issues from the 
broad range of its membership 
and to develop policies that will 
ensure the future health and 
growth of Amateur Radio; NOW 
THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the President is authorized 
to appoint a committee made up 
of Board members and other rep- 
resentatives of the broad range of 
the membership. The terms of 
reference shall be to make recommendations for ARRL policy 
positions encompassing the issues listed above. The 
committee's first tasks shall be to define the process by which 
membership input should be solicited and the opinions of the 
membership objectively determined, and to formulate a re- 
quest for funding for this process and for the remainder of the 
committee's work. The target date for completion of these 
initial tasks shall be 120 days after appointment. The 
committee's final report shall be rendered to the Board no later 
than December 17, 1996. 

President McCoy sought without success to have a QCWA 
representative appointed to this Committee, as we feel that 
the U.S. position on these matters, in U.S. proposals to WRC- 
99, should reflect a consensus of all U.S. Amateurs. See the 
President's column in this issue, and the Notice to all QACWA 
Members. 

NEW EUROPEAN EMI STANDARDS 

From England comes word that the draft of the European 
Union EMC Standard has been published by the European 
Telecommunications Standards Institute. It contains proce- 
dures and tests to ensure compliance with the European EMC 
Directive which came into force on the Ist of January. The 
Radio Society of Great Britain, through its EMC and Licens- 
ing Advisory Committees, is evaluating the document and will 
be responding to it.

MORE DETAILS ON VANITY CALLSIGN DELAY 

If you are wondering why the vanity call sign program is 
still on hold, look to some of your fellow hams for the answer. 
Several are still petitioning the FCC for last minute changes in 
the program. Those petitions, coupled with a mandate from 
Congress to implement the Telecommunications Rewrite Act 
have put vanity calls on hold until at least midyear. 
RM-8626 - RIP 

The FCC has said no to a rules change request that would 
have placed severe limitations on stations issuing ham radio 
news and information bulletins. The agency did so by dis- 
missing a rules change request filed last year by ham radio 
publisher Fred Maia, W5YI. 

The Maia petition, which had been assigned rule making 
number RM-8626, claimed that the high frequency ham radio 
bands were being overrun by bulletin stations, and that these 


bulletin operations were unilaterally setting up shop and caus- 
ing interference to already established ham radio communi- 
cations 

RM-8626 was strongly opposed by the American Radio 
Relay League. The petition also pulled strong opposition from 
other sectors of the ham radio community that are involved in 
news dissemination. With little in the way of support the 
FCC decided to dismiss the Maia petition rather than let it go 
forward to a rule making notice. The FCC has also made clear 
that it will not revisit the issue again anytime in the foresee- 
able future. 

FCC DROPS PILOT RFI PROGRAM 

The FCC has quietly ended a pilot program in Tampa, 
Florida, that referred consumer-electronics interference cases 
to a local repair shop for resolution. Jim Dailey, the FCC engi- 
neer in charge in Kansas City and head of the FCC's 
privatization task force, says the FCC's data showed the pro- 
gram "had no takers" because the complainants did not want 
to spend money to eliminate the interference. 

Fear was another reason, says Roy Lewis, W4WLY, whose 
Vulcan Electronics in Tampa was the only shop certified by 
the FCC (from August 1995 until February 1996) to deal with 
interference problems. Lewis reports that all of the approxi- 
mately two dozen complaints of RFI to televisions, stereos, 
telephones and even air conditioners, stemmed from unli- 
censed, high-power operations that the customers already had 
identified. He said the customers not only didn't want to pay 
to have the problems resolved, "they were afraid of retaliation 
if 1 went out there." 

Lewis said the consumers complaining about RFI problems 
believe the government should do something about it. Ex- 
tremely high-powered 11-meter operations are common in the 
Tampa area, Lewis reports. He said the scofflaws often cas- 
cade several illegal power amplifiers to obtain extremely high 
power levels, and he'd like to see the FCC beef up enforce- 
ment, "at least in metro areas." 

Ralph Barlow, engineer in charge of the FCC's Tampa of- 
fice, agrees that such illegal operators generate lots of inter- 
ference complaints, but says it would take more than com- 
plaints before his office would treat it as a compliance issue. 
For example, a properly operating amplifier could cause tele- 
phone interference, but "it's still the telephone's problem," he 
suggested, until the FCC has good reason to believe the inter- 
ference source also is breaking the law. Then, “we would ad- 
dress it only as a compliance issue" and on a priority basis. 
"Which probably means we'd never get to it," Barlow con- 
ceded. Tracking down an offending operator can sap a lot of 
resources the FCC needs to apply elsewhere, he said. "We go 
after the worst first." 

In an April Public Notice, the Commission said it cannot 
resolve most of the thousands of complaints of interference 
to TVs, radios, stereos and televisions "because the cause of 
this interference is the design or construction of these prod- 
ucts and not a violation of any FCC rule." 

Resolving interference problems will be the responsibility 
of manufacturers and consumers, Dailey said. "We are sepa- 
rating the issue of interference from the issue of compliance. 
We are not in the television or telephone repair business." 
Dailey said consumers who buy an electronic device "have a 
presumption that it ought to work when they buy it." 

In the same Public Notice, the Commission emphasized 
that its Compliance and Information Bureau "will continue to 
take appropriate enforcement action where it has been deter- 


mined that the interference is caused by violations of the Com- 
munications Act or the Commission's rules or policies." 


VANITY CALL SIGN FILING GATE 1 OPENS MAY 31! 

The vanity call sign program is almost here! The FCC has 
announced that Gate 1 of the vanity call sign program opens 
May 31, and eligible hams may file applications on or after 
that date. 

Under Gate 1, you can file for a previously held individual 
or club call sign or for a call sign formerly held by a deceased 
close relative. Specific eligibility criteria are below. To request 
a vanity call sign for your primary station, you must already 
hold an unexpired amateur operator/primary station license. 
To obtain the former call sign of a deceased close relative, 
your license also must be of the proper operator class. To re- 
quest a formerly held club station call sign, you must also 
hold an unexpired club station license listing you as the 
trustee. Vanity call sign applicants must use FCC Form 610-V 
to file. 

Applicants should refer to the licensee data base to make 
sure the call sign they are requesting is not already assigned. 
A call sign is normally assignable two years following license 
expiration, surrender, revocation, set aside, cancellation, void 
ab initio, or death of the grantee. FCC Fact Sheet PR5000 Num- 
ber 206-V, Amateur Station Vanity Call Sign System, has de- 
tails. For explanations of Groups A, B, C and D and the geo- 
graphic Regions, see Fact Sheet PR-5000 #206, Amateur Sta- 
tion Sequential Call Sign System. 

Legibility is critical! If your application is not legible, you 
could experience a delay in processing, lose the opportunity 
to obtain a requested call sign or even obtain a call sign dif- 
ferent from what you want. 

Gate 1 Eligibility Criteria 

Request by Former Holder (Primary Station): For your pri- 
mary station, you may request a call sign that was previously 
assigned to your primary, secondary, repeater, auxiliary link, 
control, or space station. You may request your former call 
sign even though it has been unassigned for less than two 
years. The two-year requirement does not apply to an other- 
wise eligible primary station if the call sign was previously 
assigned to a station of the requester. You do not have to hold 
a class of operator license required for the Group (A, B, C, or 
D) for the call sign requested. 

A call sign request by a former holder may be from any 
group in the sequential system. Your mailing address does not 
have to be in the region designated in the sequential system 
for the call sign requested. A call sign requested by a former 
holder may be in any region. 

Request by Close Relative of Former Holder Now Deceased 
(Primary Station): For your primary station, you may request 
a call sign that was previously assigned to the primary, sec- 
ondary, repeater, auxiliary link, control, or space station of 
your now-deceased spouse, child, grandchild, stepchild, par- 
ent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, stepbrother, step- 
sister, aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, or in-law. You may request 
the former call sign of a close relative now deceased even 
though it has been unassigned for less than two years. Upon 
the death of the holder, a call sign is assignable immediately 
to an otherwise eligible primary station of a close relative. 

You must be an Amateur Extra class operator to request a 
Group A call sign.

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Amateur Radio Satellite News

INTRODUCTION - 

The science of orbital prediction has come a long way since 
the launches of Sputnik on 4 October 1957 and OSCAR-1 on 
12 December 1961. At the time of these launches, the average 
Amateur Radio Satellite enthusiast could only rely on pub- 
lished data or predict passes of low circular orbit "birds" by 
extrapolating the pass times based on observation of orbital 
period and increment. The mathematics of orbital prediction 
were originally developed by Johannes Kepler (1571-1630), but 
it wasn't until the advent of personal computers that solving 
Kepler's Equations became practical for every Amateur Radio 
Satellite enthusiast. Now that personal computers are in prac- 
tically every operator'shack, it is easy to have full awareness 
of the schedule for all Amateur Radio Satellites. This column 
will be devoted to the software available to predict satellite 
passes, perform the telemetry capture and analysis tasks, pro- 
vide station control functions, and digital communications 
tasks. A short status summary for the Phase 3D project is 
also included. 

ORBITAL PREDICTION - 

The first popular prediction device available to the aver- 
age Amateur Radio Satellite enthusiast was the OscarLocator. 
This analog device worked quite well for circular orbit "birds." 

Armed with this device and a list of equator crossing times 
and longitudes, accurate pass predictions for any QTH were 
possible, including antenna pointing angles. Equator cross- 
ing data for each "bird" was available from AMSAT, ARRL, and 
other sources. 

The OscarLocators were available from the same sources 
for less than $10.00. This method worked well until the ad- 
vent of the elliptical orbit satellites. 

As part of the development of these new "birds," Dr. Tom 
Clark, W3IWI, developed the mathematical algorithms needed 
to perform orbital predictions based on Kepler's Equations in 
a personal computer of 1980 vintage. Tom's work formed the 
basis of virtually all of the subsequent offerings available to- 
day. The only differences are the "bells and whistles" that 
customize each individual offering. 

Another aspect of this customization is the difference in 
capabilities of individual computers. Obviously, a modern 
Windows based Pentium processor machine will support more 
"bells and whistles" than a Commodore 64 or a HP-41 Calcu- 
lator and will also perform the tasks much faster. Don't sell 
the lesser machines short. They will still do a perfectly ad- 
equate job of predicting the essentials: date, time, azimuth, 
and elevation. 

Dr. Tom, while President of AMSAT, organized the AMSAT 
Software Exchange as a tool for soliciting new versions of the 
software from other authors, distributing the software to us- 
ers, and as a fund raiser for the Amateur Radio Satellites. 
Donations for software have been the best fund raiser found 
so far with the exception of memberships. A complete listing 
of all software available from AMSAT Software Exchange can 
be obtained from AMSAT upon request at telephone (301)589- 
6062. Descriptions are also available via the AMSAT Home 
Page on the Internet. The most popular offerings for IBM 
clones are InstantTrack, Quiktrak, and WinSat. 
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Several other offerings 
are available as shareware 
from various vendors and 
bulletin boards including the 
AMSAT FTP site. Popular of- 
ferings include STS ORBITS 
PLUS, TrackSat, and PC 
Track. Excellent commercial 
offerings such as Nova, 
RealTrak, and GrafTrak are 
available from Bob Myers 
Communications and other 
sources. 

All orbital prediction 
software mentioned above 
relies upon Keplerian Elements for each individual satellite to 
perform the predictions. This data is accumulated and dis- 
tributed by NORAD and NASA within the USA. This data may 
be obtained from NASA direct or via organizations such as 
AMSAT. Distribution is via published data in the AMSAT Jour- 
nal and electronically via Internet, Packet Radio, W1AW, and 
telephone bulletin boards. New data is required at least every 
two to three months, for most satellites, to retain good accu- 
racy. In the case of very low altitude satellites, such as MIR 
and the Space Shuttle, new data is required whenever you can 
get your hands on it. These satellites also re-boost their orbit 
periodically to stay in orbit, creating discontinuities with each 
rocket burn. 

These programs are great tools to learn about orbital me- 
chanics while performing the predictions necessary for day to 
day operation on the "birds." Many of these programs also 
perform the "number crunching" necessary for station control 
tasks such as antenna and radio control. It is easy to become 
a satellite tracking software "junkie" with all of the programs 
available today. 

TELEMETRY CAPTURE and ANALYSIS - 

Telemetry capture and analysis is a little publicized, but 
rewarding, aspect of the Amateur Radio Satellite hobby. Every 
satellite produces some form of telemetry to keep ground sta- 
tions appraised of the "health and welfare" of the satellite. 
Software is available to assist in the capture and analysis of 
this data. 

TLMDC I is an excellent program for the Pacsat Series that 
is available from the AMSAT Software Exchange. AMSAT-UK 
distributes two programs called DILM and SPLOTT that are 
excellent for the Pacsat and UoSat series. A shareware pro- 
gram called WHATS-UP is available from G3ZCZ/W3 and can 
be found on many bulletin boards. Some of the newer predic- 
tion and station control programs also include telemetry cap- 
ture routines. Last but not least, commercial offerings such 
as MicroSoft Excel can be very valuable as analysis tools. 

This fascinating aspect of the hobby is best described in a 
book titled "Decoding Telemetry from the Amateur Satellites" 
by G. Gould Smith, WA4SXM, from AMSAT-NA. 

STATION CONTROL and COMMUNICATIONS - 
Two "super programs" have emerged as integrated station 


control and digital communications programs. SATSKED by 


——————— a a 


Wayne Roth,WA2N, was the first of these and it is still avail- 
able for use ina MS DOS environment. WISP by Chris Jack- 
son, ZL2TPO, for use in a Windows environment, is the cur- 
rent "rage." These "super programs" include elements of all 
software mentioned so far. 

They provide orbital prediction, scheduling, antenna con- 
trol, radio control, message generation, message decoding, and 
telemetry capture all within a multi-tasking environment. 

Obviously, these programs require "top end" PCs to have 
the speed and memory to accomplish all of these tasks at once. 
Hardware drivers for all popular antenna and radio control- 
lers are available. With either of these programs, it is pos- 
sible to completely automate your digital satellite station. 

Both of these programs are available from Internet FTP 
sites, BBSes, and on the "digital birds" themselves. They can 
be downloaded and used by anyone; however, registration with 
AMSAT is necessary to preclude identification as an "un-reg- 
istered user." 

PHASE 3D STATUS - 

Work continues at an accelerated pace on the World's most 
sophisticated Amateur Radio Satellite ever, Phase 3D. The 
space frame is nearly complete in the Orlando, FL, integra- 
tion facility. Cooling provisions, propulsion system plumb- 
ing, and electrical wiring are virtually complete at this time. 
Flight antennas are under construction and nearing comple- 
tion. Flight electronic hardware is arriving daily in Orlando 
for integration into the satellite. Most of the electronic hard- 
ware has received its initial operational checkout under su- 
pervision of Dr. Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, in the labs at the Uni- 
versity of Marburg, Germany. After final integration, the sat- 
ellite must undergo "shake and bake" testing at laboratories 
in Maryland. This "shake and bake" is scheduled for the Sep- 
tember-October 1996 time frame. Fabrication and test of the 
Specific Bearing Structure (SBS), built to house Phase 3D dur- 
ing launch and support the primary payloads above Phase 3D, 
is now complete. 

Phase 3D is still scheduled for launch on the second of the 
Ariane V series of launchers. The development program for 
this launcher has slipped. Originally, the first launch was 
scheduled for late 1995. Currently, the first Ariane V launch 
is scheduled for 23 May 1996 and appears to be on schedule 
for that date. 

With all of this in mind, the second Ariane V will prob- 
ably go in December 1996 or later. As you can see, the rest of 
1996 will be challenging times for the developers of Phase 3D 
and the Ariane V launch vehicle. AMSAT continues to take 
advantage of the available time to build a better and more ca- 
pable satellite and to thoroughly test it at each possible step 
before launch. AMSAT now has a contract with Arianespace 
for a launch on either an Ariane V or an Ariane IV no later 
than July 1997. 

Fund raising efforts have succeeded in producing the 
money necessary to build and launch the satellite; however, it 
is still tight. No money is currently available for launch in- 
surance. 

Additional funds are necessary to support launch insur- 
ance and to provide for contingencies in case the launch slips 
to the July 1997 date. 

The first meeting of the Phase 3D Operating Council, made 
up of the project's six major financial contributors, was held 
in Marburg, Germany, last March. These organizations are: 
the Deutshcer Amateur Radio Club (DARC), the German Min- 
istry of Science and Technology, AMSAT-DL, ARRL, AMSAT- 
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NA, and AMSAT-UK. 

The first command station meeting, with a new US Com- 
mand Station aboard, is taking place in Marburg as this is 
being written. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Software is available to support all facets of the Amateur 
Radio Satellite program, and you can have as many "bells and 
whistles" as you want. This software takes a lot of the uncer- 
tainty and work out of operating on the satellites while pro- 
viding an avenue for technical achievement and a valuable fund 
raiser for the new "birds." 

The Phase 3D project is "on track" for a launch in late 1996 
or early 1997. A lot of challenges remain, but the "light at the 
end of the tunnel" is visible. W5IU

You must be at least an Advanced class operator to request 
a Group B call sign. You must be at least a Technician class 
operator to request a Group C call sign. You must be at least a 
Novice class operator to request a Group D call sign. Your 
mailing address does not have to be in the region designated 
in the sequential system for the call sign requested. A call sign 
requested by a close relative of former holder now deceased 
may be in any region. 

Request by Former Holder (Club Station): For the club sta- 
tion for which you are the license trustee, you may request a 
call sign that was previously assigned to that station. You may 
request your club station’s former call sign even though it has 
been unassigned for less than two years. The two-year require- 
ment does not apply to an otherwise eligible club station if 
the call sign was previously assigned to the club station for 
which the requester is the license trustee. You do not have to 
hold a class of operator license required for the Group (A, B, 
C, or D) for the call sign requested. A call sign request by a 
former holder may be from any group in the sequential sys- 
tem. Your mailing address does not have to be in the region 
designated in the sequential system for the call sign requested. 
A call sign requested by a former holder may be in any region. 

A $30.00 fee is required with your FCC Form 610-V appli- 
cation. Payment of fees may be by check (payable to “FCC”), 
bank draft, money order or credit card. If paying by credit 
card, you must also complete and submit FCC Form 159 with 
your FCC Form 610-V. Do not send cash! 

Send your application package to: Federal Communications 
Commission, Amateur Vanity Call Sign Request, PO Box 
358924, Pittsburgh, PA 15251-5924. If you do not qualify un- 
der the above eligibility standards, your application will be 
dismissed. 

The FCC says it will announce Gate 1A in a future notice. 
Under Gate 1A, club station trustees may file for the former 
primary station call sign of a person now deceased, provided 
the club held a club station license on March 24, 1995. W4ZC

Phyllis Shanks, W2GLB 
t's the fall of 1959 and the Shanks family in Richmond, 
Washington is gathered round the dining room table. Bill, 
the dad, is the family "Elmer" teaching code, theory, and radio 
construction to his YF, three youngest children and himself. 
(#1 daughter is away at college.) Everyone is learning to sol- 
der, copy CW and build Heathkits. 

One day the Shanks family appeared before the Atom 
Smasher's Radio Club examiner, took the Novice exam and all 
passed. For one of the rare times in FCC history a family of 
five received consecutive calls: KN7KSE, Bill; KN7KSF, Phyllis; 
KN7KSG, KN7KSH and KN7KSI for the three junior operators. 

At first the family shared one rig and since mom and pop 
were both employed, the kids made the most contacts. Bill, 
KN7KSE, upgraded shortly because he craved DX. He built a 
pair of Heathkits twins, one for the home QTH, the other for 
the car. When the license year ended none of the rest of the 
family had upgraded so lost their privileges. Our featured YL 
was strongly encouraged to re-apply and a few 
months after it lapsed, K7KSF was reissued 
to conditional technician, Phyllis Shanks. 

The following year the Shanks family 
graduated to Heath's Mohawk and Comanche 
followed by a sideband converter when it be- 
came available, put up a beam and began se- 
rious hamming. Although Phyllis was still a 
working YL she managed to meet a lot of 
schedules and run phone patches. 

A YL friend, Bobbie, K7RAM, suggested 
one day that there were sufficient YLs in the 
northwest to have a net. Phyllis was enthusi- 
astic and a YL net on 75 meters was set up. 
Soon check-ins were received from YLs in 
Montana, Idaho, Nevada, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. Using the first initial of those north- 
western states the MINOW YL net was estab- 
lished and is still functioning. 

In 1967 the Shanks family was transferred to the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area. Through K6KCI, W7NJS and other previous YL 
contacts, Phyllis was introduced to several YLs in the new area 
and promptly became a member of Bay Area Young Ladies Ama- 
teur Radio Club. Her 7-land call letters were especially appro- 
priate to her new surroundings since KSF was an important 
ship-to-shore station. Although their assignment was of short 
duration, Phyllis was an active and enthusiastic BAYLARC mer- 
maid. 

Their next assignment was in Spain where no reciprocal 
privileges existed at that time. They enjoyed Spain but were 
glad when they were reassigned to upstate New York where 
they quickly resumed their ham activities. Oswego, New York 
was an hour's drive from the FCC offices in Buffalo. Since 
Phyllis and Bill held conditional licenses the day came to up- 
grade and obtain full amateur status. Phyllis was elated to learn 
she had passed both general and advanced exams in the same 
day. With their new licenses, W2GLB and W2GTX joined Navy 
Mars as N@BBO and N@YSY but lost interest due to lack of 
traffic in their area. 
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After three years upstate they 
were transferred to Long Island, 
NY just as Phyllis was installed 
as president of YLISSB.

Over the years Phyllis and Bill added hobbies that incorpo- 
rated amateur radio in their operation. They learned to sail, 
making use of maritime mobile and operated 
their airplane in Search and Rescue missions 
for the CAP. Captain Bill as a pilot and Lieu- 
tenant Phyllis as radio officer. 

Phyllis has always been an active partici- 
pant in YL organizations. In 1963 she was one 
of the organizers and charter members of the 
YL International Sideband System. She served 
as its president in the early '70's. In YLRL she 
has served as vice-president, president and 
in more recent years as a presidential advisor 
and chair YL of the committee serving affili- 
ated YL clubs. 

After Bill's retirement they moved to Ari- 
zona. Phyllis chose to keep her 2-land call, 
W2GLB, and its associated phonetics "Girls 
Love Boys” or "Golden Little Butterfly", Bill 
kept W2GTX and they became permanent 
snow birds. Soon Phyllis set about reorganiz- 
ing the Cactus Keys, the YL club in the Phoenix area. Many 
QCWW members and other YLs will recall the fine luncheon 
this group arranged for YLs attending the QCWA convention 
in Scottsdale and its EmCee/Hostess, W2GLB. That conven- 
tion was actually their introduction to QCWA. 

Since retirement Phyllis and Bill have traveled to New 
Zealand and Australia where they contacted many hams on 2 
meters as VK3DXO. They have also been active in the Interna- 
tional League of Esperanto Radio Amateurs which meets at each 
of the International Congresses. Through this contact they have 
had the opportunity to meet many amateurs from countries 
around the world. Their most recent participation was last year 
when they attended the ILERA meeting in Tampere, Finland. 

Wherever she has lived, Phyllis has been active in YL activi- 
ties. If no YL group existed, she set out to create one. She is 
active on several YL nets each week, is highly regarded as an 
organizer and leader and has proven herself most valuable in 
proving and promoting YL capabilities. 

Take a good look at the accompanying photograph. Don't you 
agree those phonetics should be "W2 Good Lookin’ Babe"?

Send- 
ing E-Mail via the INTERENET involves virtually no cost, once 
a person has the appropriate equipment -- which many hams 
do! Besides, travelers can access "the system" from anywhere 
and get their "mail" on the fly. Replies are quick and easy ~ 
and cost-free. We also get information as to where our "wan- 
derers" are wandering. 

We solicit suggestions from other chapters and we'll re- 
port our successes and failures. The INTERNET in no way 
threatens ham radio, but it's there and we might as well use it 
... too! 

On a more sombre note, the Chapter mourns the loss of 
its vice president, Richard Stevens, KAOSGS, who died of can- 
cer last month. Richard was the chapter joke teller and his 
contributions to the mood and enjoyment of chapter get 
togethers will be missed.

Born 3/1/07 in New York City, he held Station License #616 
with call 2CJR, an Amateur Extra First issued 3/24/26. That 
license type allowed the holder to operate a broadcast or ama-

28 as a Radio Operator Amateur Class. . . this time as W2CJR. 
He let the call W2CJR expire and got a new Amateur Extra 
Class license many years later with the present call AA3Y. 

He graduated from Stevens Institute of Technology in 1928 
with a Comprehensive Degree in Chemical, Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineering. 

In World War II he saw action in Europe with the 35th 
Infantry Division and held the following positions: Infantry 
Division Signal Officer, Assistant Corps Signal Officer, and 
Signal Battalion Commander.

Part Two, The Conclusion [Part one appeared in the Spring Journal] 


overnighted there and the next morning was flown 

up to Gander, Newfoundland. Immediately upon 
landing there, I was picked up by a jeep and driven down to 
the docks where I boarded a navy tugboat. After about an 
hour, I spotted a big Navy Cruiser ahead of us. We pulled 
alongside the Cruiser which lowered a rope to the tug. We 
backed away and about an hour later I found myself being 
hauled across the open water in a breeches buoy chair. What 
an experience! As the cable slackened and tightened, I was 
sure several times that I would be dunked in the water. Fi- 
nally, | was aboard the Cruiser and greeted by a line of salut- 
ing naval officers. I was ushered below and into a large mess 
that had been converted into a conference room. 

Seated at the head of the table was F.D.R. Alongside him 
was Winston Churchill, then DeLaval, then about 20 more 
dignitaries, most of whom I did not recognize. Behind each of 
the dignitaries was seated their respective aides. | spotted my 
boss and was motioned to take the seat behind him. The con- 
ference concerned the German submarine 
menace and for about two hours I listened to 


Ts following day I flew up to Presque Isle, Maine, 


continuing loss of North Atlantic convoys to 
the German submarines. Finally, | whispered 
to the General, "What the hell are all these 
proposals for increased escort vessels got to 
do with the basic problem?" He whispered 
back, "What's your idea"? I leaned closer and said, "Their big 
problem is poor radio communications". 

Like a flash, he spoke up. "Mr. Commander In Chief", he 
addressed FDR, "My aide, Mr. McCoy, has a proposal for your 
consideration". My heart darn near stopped because I thought 
the General would make the proposal. FDR said, "Mr. McCoy, 
you have a recommendation for this group's consideration"? 
Now the butterflies really hit me...... 

I stood up and began with a recitation of the crucial need 
for responsive radio communications between the convoys and 
their protective fleets of warships (destroyers, corvettes and 
shore based anti-submarine aircraft). I described how radio 
waves used the ionosphere to refract them over long distances. 
I described how the sun goes through an eleven-year activity 
cycle and that we were presently at the bottom of the activity 
cycle. (Everybody was looking at me and listening intently. 
The butterflies had left me and | was going strong). I then 
described how very low frequencies did not depend on the 
ionosphere for propagation and stated emphatically that we 
could guarantee effective receipt and response to a distress 
call from a convoy if we used very low frequencies. As I con- 
cluded, everybody was banging their fists on the table and 
FDR smiling, said, "Mr. McCoy, it looks like your plan has 
everyone's approval". 

When a round of applause had ended, FDR said, "Mr. 
McCoy, how soon can we implement your proposal"? I hadn't 
the foggiest idea how long it would take to obtain and install 
VLF rigs on all of the ships that were involved in the North 
Atlantic convoys or to obtain and install VLF stations across

dozens of proposals for counteracting our have a recommendation for 
this group's consideration"? 
Now the butterflies really hit 
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the North Atlantic. I answered, "I would estimate that we could 
make key installations within six months - with at least one 
ship in each convoy so equipped and enough base stations to 
make the system operative." FDR said, "You herewith have all 
of the necessary funds, facilities and manpower to do the job 
in THREE MONTHS! "Let's get it going and thank you for what 
appears to be a dynamic solution to what has been a devastat- 
ing problem." 

I was escorted back to my chair on the breeches trolley. 
Only then did I start to ask myself - what have you gotten 
yourself into? What the Hell do you know about VLF? I de- 
cided to stop in NYC instead of going back to Washington. I 
had met the VP of RCA Communications Company and knew 
that the famous Dr. Beverage worked for him. Arriving in New 
York, I telephoned our contracting office in Philadelphia, ex- 
plained my intention to try to hire Doc Beverage on contract 
and to be prepared to back me up if RCAC called them. 

The discussion at RCAC was pleasant, Dr. Beverage was 
anxious to cooperate, and I left there with a tentative agree- 
ment that they would receive a written request 
for their execution of a services contract for 
one year of Dr. Beverage's services to the OF 
fice of the Chief Signal Officer. 

When I got back to my office in Washing- 
ton, the place was in a turmoil. We had been 
occupying a temporary barracks building in 
SW Washington while awaiting the comple- 
tion of our designated space in the Pentagon Building (which 
was being constructed at that time). As with most government 
buildings, its completion date had been again delayed. We had 
outgrown our temporary space and were moving to Philadel- 
phia (where they had leased the entire Architects Building in 
the heart of downtown Philadelphia). I called a meeting of all 
of my engineering personnel and put them to work sourcing 
every conceivable user and supplier of 80 to 120 kHz marine 
and fixed station equipment. Meanwhile, Bell Labs had com- 
pleted the first SSB exciter and Press Wireless was finishing 
the first 40 kW RF amplifier. I had Bell Labs deliver the ex- 
citer to Press Wireless in Hicksville and we began testing the 
combination. The transmitter worked right off the bat but I 
was not happy with the Hammarlund receiver that was really 
trying to copy the SSB on the slope of the BFO. Bell Labs came 
to the rescue with a true SSB receiver converter. We had a 
duplicate system built and three months later installed the 
first overseas SSB circuit between Press Wireless in Hicksville, 
NY and Casa Blanca, Morocco. We were alternately running 
voice and 2-tone RTTY on the SSB circuit. I invited Bell Labs 
to consider and propose a multi-channel (MUX) system using 
their J or K carrier units. We ended up with a dozen SSB long 
haul circuits with the ability to run 4 channels of voice and/ 
or RTTY on one sideband and a voice-Order Channel on the 
otherwise unused sideband. 

With all the engineering troops and the contract office 
working overtime digging up VLF gear, Dr. Beverage and I went 
on a tour of the upcoming North Atlantic VLF route. At each 
proposed fixed station base, we surveyed the existing facili- 

continued next page 
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ties and drew up plans for the VLF stations. Starting on Gov- 
ernors Island, NY, we visited Gander Lake, Newfoundland; 
Goose Bay, Labrador; Julienhabbe, Greenland; Reykjavik, Ice- 
land; Prestwick, Scotland; North Cape, Norway and 
Murmansk, USSR. Available space at each selected site deter- 
mined whether we would specify a Beverage antenna or a tower. 
As we'd complete the specs for each site, we would radio them 
back to my office for implementation. We settled for 100 kHz 
as the primary emergency frequency. 80 and 120 kHz were 
used for message traffic and concurrent emergencies. 

We had the system in its initial working order in exactly 
105 days. It took several more months to make things look 
professional, but in the meantime our anti-submarine forces 
were getting the messages and making big inroads in the pro- 
tection of the convoys. I never found out how many German 
submarines were sunk but I do know that | was cited for hav- 
ing provided the means for enabling our convoys to get 


through. 


In 1943, Major Armstrong discussed FM with us. We had 
been having problems with enemy intercepts of our inter- and 
intra-island Pacific traffic. Long before anyone else was using 
VHF FM, we had FM circuits operating throughout the Pacific 
- and it was a delight for me to get away from the frigid North 
and bask in the pleasant weather of a dozen or more Pacific 
Islands. Naturally, | had to get down to Brisbane, Australia to 


inspect our big RTTY and SSB stations 
there. Even during the last 18 months of 
WwW II, there was never a dull moment for 
me and I revelled in the opportunities to 
use my noodle in coming up with ideas 
or approaches to solving problems or im- 
proving on existing systems. 

One of the experience I'll never forget 
was the time I was stuck at our base in 
Greenland due to winter storms. I had 


spent a week in the station and at the OC playing tabletennis. 
lhad a million things to do at the office and, when word came 
in that a British Ventura bomber was going to take off - come 
Hell or High Water - the following morning, I went to see the 
pilot to get his permission to fly with him - to whereever he 
was going. We took off in fog the following morning and, af- 
ter snaking our way over the fjord, finally cleared the top of 
the adjacent mountain range. A few minutes later the port 
engine quit. We couldn't get back into the base because of the 
fog, so the crew decided to stay aloft by flying north over the 
Greenland icecap, in the hope that the fog would lift in an 
hour or so. Although I thought it was pretty silly to risk an 
emergency landing away up on the icecap, I had no say in the 
matter. Also aboard was an officer wearing both Scandinavian 
and US Eagles (whose name it kills me not to remember). He 
was known as ‘The Last of the Vikings’, so maybe you'll recall 


who he was. 


Anyhow, we continued north at altitudes of 500 to 700 feet 
over the icecap. While worrying about how anyone could res- 
cue us if we had to land on the icecap, it was fascinating to see 
the deep and wide crevasses in the ice and snow. Also to see 
the accumulations of dirt from prior meltings. We flew all the 
way to the artic circle, reversing direction only when the base 
announced that the fog was beginning to lift and we should 
be able to land in about an hour. Believe it or not, we didn't 
show any signs of jitters until after we had landed and had 
time to think about the utterly stupid flight in a disabled air- 


craft. 
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At the end of WW II, the Army transferred me to Ft. 
Monmouth Signal Laboratory but in the meantime I had lu- 
crative job offers from Press Wireless and Pan American World 
Airways. PAA offered me double the salary I had been earn- 
ing in the Army, plus a full year's bonus if I could convert 
their Latin American Division traffic circuits to RTTY in one 
year. The title was Division Communications Engineer and it 
looked intriguing. I accepted the offer and moved to Miami, 
Florida. During that first year we bought tons of govt. surplus 
RTITY equipment and had all their major traffic terminals on 
RITY within 6 or 7 months. They told me that their Chief 
Comms Engineer, Hugo Luteritz, was on his way out and that 
1 would replace him. He had been a strong proponent of CW 
air/ground comms and manually-operated direction finders 
in the aircraft - which necessitated a licensed Flight Radio 
Officer in every airplane. I proposed to update their Airofare 
transmitters to enable the use of automatic direction finders 


(ADF) and to have pilot-voiced comms. | worked directly for

the Vice President of PAA and when | discussed the proposals 
with him, he took them directly to the company's board of 
directors and got a green light to proceed. To be certain that 
the FROs were not kicked out of their jobs, we arranged to 
offer them equally or better paying jobs in our radio shops or 
as base station operators in practically every foreign country. 
For a while we had a crucial labor problem with the Pilot's 


Union - because they sided with the FROs. 
However, it never got down to an actual 
strike because the job opportunities for the 
FROs were real. Further, we proved to the 
flight crews that the ADFs provided far 
more accurate bearings than they had been 
getting from the manually operated and 
interpreted DF bearings. | visited every 
country in South & Central America (plus 
all the Caribbean islands), all the mid-At- 


lantic islands that served as emergency alternate landing sites, 
and all the countries in Africa. In other words, every country 
that was served by the Latin American Division of PAA, to- 
gether with every place where they had their own or a leased 
navigation facility. 

We conducted pilot training courses in voice communica- 
tions (including the use of typical words and phrases, many 
of which were unique to air/ground comms) and in the idio- 
syncrasies of radio direction finding (where the pointer can 
swing around crazily for a few moments when signals are be- 
ing reflected off huge cloud formations or areas of weather 
fronts). We eventually got all of the crews properly indoctri- 
nated and, although the pilots initially objected to the addi- 
tional chore of communicating with base and tower opera- 
tors, they finally fell in line. Now they wouldn't dream of hav- 
ing anyone else take those prerogatives away from them! 


A friend of mine, Ed Link of Link Aviation, agreed to modify 


the change. 
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our Link Trainers to incorporate instructor-activated ADF and 
typical tower instructions. 

After two years with PAA and Luteritz still holding-on to 
his Chief's position I figured that I'd been around the world 
twice, accomplished everything I had developed, couldn't see 
any future for me and was ready for something new. When a 
friend who was president of a big fiberglass reinforced plastic 
company called me for assistance in the production of navy 
sonar structures and for some ideas on the mass-production 
of auto body parts that GM was considering, I decided to make 


The major problem with the sonar structures turned out to 
be nothing more than the mechanical transmissibility of the 
dome structures to a combination of hull vibration and in- 
duced vibration from typical water flow. With a chemical En- 
gineer as a partner, we developed a sandwich structure with a 
somewhat viscous core that attenuated vibration by 10 dB. 
The Navy was ecstatic and the company received nearly a 
million dollars in orders for replacement sonar domes on sur- 
face ships and submarines. I have the patent on the process. 
General Motors was dickering with the design of what would 
be the Chevrolet Corvette. They had attempted to mold the 
body parts themselves but couldn't get the production rate up 
to their requirements. I visited their production line in Ohio 
and immediately saw the root of their problem. They were elec- 
trically heating the molds and it was taking a couple of hours 
to produce each part. 

I didn't tip my hand on the brainstorm that struck me but 
instead came back to our plant and rented a big diathermy 
machine. We made a similar pair of molds such as would pro- 
duce a fender for a car. Each half of the mold contained a wire 
mesh that would simulate the typical diathermy applicator 
plates. When we layed up the first laminate, it cured suffi- 
ciently in about 20 minutes (as compared to 3 to 4 hours for 
the GM molds). To make a long story short, the company 
opened a plant in Ashtabula, Ohio - not far from the GM plant- 
and for the next several years made ALL the body parts for the 
Chevrolet Corvette. 

The plastic company was a member of an industry/gov- 
ernment organization and I was invited to one of their out- 
ings at the navy facility on Virginia Beach. Strolling near the 
beach with a Vice Admiral, I asked about the scores of rotting 
wood LCVPs. Why doesn't the navy make them out of fiber- 
glass reinforced plastic instead of wood, I asked the officer. 
Can that be done, he asked. "Absolutely", I assured him. A 
couple of months later, he telephoned me to ask if we were 
really interested in producing LCVPs in plastic. I had discussed 
the subject with our president who was a reserve colonel, so I 
transferred the call to him. A few minutes later he came into 
my office, beaming. "Whatta you think", he said, "We're get- 
ting an invitation to bid on the development and follow-on 
production of LCVPs". As far as I know, they're still building 
LSTs and LCVPs. 

The president of the plastics company was an ardent re- 
publican and, when Eisenhower ran for president, he and the 
president of Hiller Helicopters in California put together an 
organization called Young Industry For Eisenhower. It attracted 
a huge number of interested companies and a fantastic amount 
of money in a "campaign fund". The public relations firm that 
they retained was owned and operated by Tex Macrary & his 
wife, Jinx Falkenberg, who were well-known radio personali- 
ties. My boss said that I'd been bringing in more business 
than his regular salesmen and so, "How would you like a nice 
long vacation at full pay"? The "vacation" was advance man 
for Eisenhower. It meant that I would travel the length and 
breadth of the USA, a couple of weeks in advance of 
Eisenhower's visit to various cities. I would go to a city (say 
Chicago), meet with the state and city republican leaders, then 
meet with the management of the auditorium (or whatever) 
where he would appear, meet with the radio and news media 
and, in short, make all the necessary preparations for the 
Eisenhower visit. Finally, | would meet with the politicos again 
to learn precisely what the people of the area needed, the

changes in environment and life-style and even local ordi- 
nances they were hoping to have changed. I'd get the recom- 
mendations of the top politicos and then write a couple of 
paragraphs that Eisenhower would include in his speech to 
assure the local voters that he was aware of their hopes and 
needs. I got a real kick out of the job - it was a relaxing change 
from the daily grind of engineering. 

Near the end of the campaign, I did a network interview of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. A few weeks after the 
interview, he invited me to his home here on the North Shore 
of Long Island. He asked me if 1 would like to be appointed as 
a commissioner on the FCC. I told him YES. That was the last 
I ever heard of it! 

After the Eisenhower campaign, I realized that 1 was get- 
ting a long way from electrical engineering. Back at my desk I 
was pondering a move to set up my own consulting company 
when I received a series of telephone calls. The admiral at 
Virginia Beach called to say that he wanted me to go up to 
Electric Boat Company in Groton, CT to meet one of his staff. 
When I arrived there, a navy captain took me on a tour of the 
yard. "See the decking on this submarine", he said. "It's teak 
wood and it costs a fortune, can you make it out of fiberglass 
with a sandpaper finish to provide a better foothold when it's 
wet?" "Look at the superstructure on this submarine. It's metal 
and when we're underway it creates vibratory noises from the 
water flow that make it a great sonar target. Can you make it 
out of fiberglass and incorporate some structural vibration 
damping?" "Electric Boat and the navy is rarin’ to go on these 
projects and we're depending on you to come up with the right 
answers." 

When I got back to the office, there was a message from 
Bucky Fuller. He had designed a geodesic dome for wide-scale 
radar ranging and wanted to come down to discuss it with 
me. Made of identically-shaped flanged hexigons, it could be 
assembled as a sphere or a hemisphere and was intended for 
use on the North American Dew Line. (I can't find my engi- 
neering note book on the project but I seem to recollect diam- 
eters of 30 and 50 feet). I recall my concern regarding the 
multiplicity of 8" x 1/2" flanges bolted back-to-back through- 
out the inside of the dome, and the resultant variations in 
dielectric constants as the radar would sweep across them. 
I'm not sure if the geodesic domes ever got into actual service 
on the Dew Line, but Bucky Fuller certainly got fantastic pub- 
licity on his design of a geodesic dome. 

While working on the organization of a consulting engi- 
neering firm, we designed and built fiberglass reinforced plas- 
tic superstructures (called "sails") on a navy subcontract via 
Electric Boat Division of General Dynamics. Also fiberglass 
reinforced plastic decking for submarines to replace teakwood. 

Finally, we had put together a corporation for consulting 
contracts. One of my associates brought in a development 
contract from Howard Piper of Piper Aircraft. It was for an 
auto pilot for the Piper Tripacer. Then Link Aviation gave us a 
big contract for several updates in a Link Trainer and one of 
the big film companies in Binghamton contracted with us for 
an automatic color densitometer for use in film processing. A 
local lab had a marginal contract with the National Institute 
of Health for an implant battery that would power a pacemaker. 
The concept was for the battery to draw small amounts of 
oxygen from the blood. (Not being internists, we didn't get 
anywhere with this one). Since a couple of our contracts came 
out of Binghamton, we arranged for a test setup with the own-

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ers of the little Chenango Bridge airfield outside Binghamton 
to run tests on our autopilot. I decided to kill two birds with 
one stone and got a private pilot's license up there. We added 
a man to the corporation who had an "in" with the Navy Spe- 
cial Devices Center and his new department in our company 
was kept busy writing technical manuals on all sorts of equip- 
ment. The navy recommended me for an honorary doctorate 
in electrical engineering for several of my sonar developments 
and I attended the ceremony in Florida for the conferral. 

At about that time, I began checking into the books. We 
were doing a tremendous amount of business and should have 
been getting some dividends. I discovered that the man whom 
we had elected as president of the company was writing-off 
his membership in the fashionable Huntington Crescent Club, 
writing off a fabulous rent for a residence of the Club prop- 
erty, and otherwise dipping into the till for big bucks. I called 
a meeting of the board of directors, demanded reimbursement, 
called for his immediate resignation in lieu of criminal ac- 
tion, and demanded that my interests in the corporation be 
purchased from me. Several of us got out and the company 
folded about six months later. 

As a long-time member of the board of directors of the Poly- 
technic Institute's Alumi Assn., I had excellent informal rela- 
tionships with many of the executives of local industry. Sev- 
eral job offers came my way but I was so disenchanted with 
my prior choice of a president, that I questioned my ability to 
evaluate the integrity of people and their related offers. 

laccepted a political appointment as a member of the board 
of the Suffolk County Water Authority and then accepted the 
position of Deputy Research Director of Continental Copper 
and Steel Industries. This is a tremendous company which 
owns a wide variety of companies starting with extensive cop- 
per mines in Chile, shipbuilding operations, electric and elec- 
tronic equipment @ instrumentation, etc., etc. My first assign- 
ment involved electrochemical precipitation of raw copper ore. 
I didn't know anything about such processes but soon learned 
and was able to contribute some useful techniques. I got back 
into sonar systems in their marine division and developed the 
early steerable arrays and baffles. Computers were just being 
introduced and, after learning something about them, devel- 
oped digital readouts for dozens of applications in their pro- 
duction phases and in end-products. We were doing some labo- 
ratory experiments with a ruby laser, particularly in focus- 
sing techniques for potential weaponry. After a couple of years 
of daily commuting up to the lab in Pelham, I decided to look 
around for something closer to home. 

I resigned just in time to be asked to manage our town's 
political campaign. Being naive in the doings of a campaign 
manager, I immediately instituted a big fund-raising effort that 
produced more money than any prior campaign had raised. I 
started an expanding series of radio commercials and news- 
paper ads & stories. The outcome was a sweeping victory with 
every candidate on our ticket getting elected (a congressman, 
state legislator, judges, town supervisor, 3 town councilmen, 
town clerk, hwy supt., etc.) and a sweeping town majority vote 
for county candidates. The County Chairman called me and 
said, "We're going to do something better for you than the 
water authority post". Several weeks later | was appointed to 
the board of elections and, among other duties, was charged 
with the task of computerizing election returns. 

In 1979, just as I was completing the specs for new voting 
machines with built-in modems for direct telephone transmis- 
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sion of voting data to the respective boards of elections, the 
bottom dropped out for me with the loss of my wife, Claire. 
As you may remember, there was no advance warning and it 
hit me like the proverbial ton of bricks. 

Several months later, the President of the ARRL declined 
an invitation to visit China for the purpose of discussing the 
resumption of amateur radio in China with some of their po- 
litical bigwigs. He turned the invitation over to W6AM, Don 
Wallace, who immediately contacted me plus a couple of his 
California buddies. For almost a year we busied ourselves with 
the preparations for a speech in Beijing. When all of the prepa- 
rations had been made, we gathered all of the written mate- 
rial together and they selected my write-up as the one to be 
used. I had related the values of ham radio to a communist 
government where everything had to be for the benefit of the 
people AND THE GOVERNMENT. | had related the availabil- 
ity of thousands of civilian communicators who, in the event 
of war, could be instantly inducted into the military for com- 
munications duty. To the ready availability of communicators 
throughout the land in the event of local or widespread catas- 
trophes. To a built-in backup comms capability for any pur- 
pose required by the government. To early hands-on electronic 
training augmentation by their colleges and universities. My 
speech was typed in final form, copies made and arrangements 
for the trip completed. (We were to be the guests of the Peoples 
Republic of China for three weeks, entering via Tokyo and 
departing via Hong Kong). 

One week before our scheduled departure, I landed in the 
hospital with a distended aorta which ruptured as I was being 
wheeled into the operating room. (I'm lucky to have pulled- 
thru). 

Happily, Jeannie, WA2BGE agreed to take my place and 
deliver the speech. Evidently, the speech provided at last some 
of the ammunition needed because the Comintern passed the 
resolution to permit the resumption of ham radio in China. 
VJeannie broke all records by getting VISAs for Japan, China, 
Singapore and Hong Kong in one day in the city). 

Within the past three months I've had letters from China 
advising me that I should expect a momentary invitation to 
be the guest of the Peoples Republic of China for some new 
meetings concerning the expansion of amateur radio. Thus 
far, I've heard nothing further - except that this week a num- 
ber of station masters are meeting outside Beijing for the pre- 
cise purpose they described. I guess I can chalk it off! ! ! 

Now that I'm fully retired, the job offers keep piling in. 
One that I like is a potential application that I can visualize 
for a really new laser. I've discussed it with the navy and filed 
a preliminary patent application. 

Forgive me for burdening you with all this verbiage. I've 
been asked to prepare an autobiography and this is the first 
attempt at getting it down on paper. In rereading it, I see that 
I neglected to include a few important events but for the first 
time around, it almost covers the waterfront. Harvey, W21YX

Dave was my mentor in ham radio. I used to spend hours 
upon hours with him and his ham rig at his home on 
Willoughby Avenue in the Bushwick section of Brooklyn. 

I had started with a Ford spark coil, then graduated to a 
rotary gap and alternator with a ham who owned an auto parts 
shop in downtown Brooklyn. Dave introduced me to the modu- 
lated oscillator feeding a longwire antenna that extended from 
the roof of my home, across two back yards to the roof of the 
house on the street behind ours. 

I vividly remember catching Hell from my parents for burn- 
ing a big hole in the parlor rug from a combination of leak- 
ages from Leyden jars and a couple of lead-acid storage bat- 
teries. 

My aunt (my father's sister) was married to Adolph F. Gall, 
who was Thomas A. Edison's chief engineer. I used to love to 
visit my relative's home in West Orange, NJ, and to accom- 
pany my uncle to the Edison plant. I got to know Edison quite 
well and, although his prime interest was in the manufacture 
of his cylinder phonographs and recordings (I could write a 
book on the big names in the entertainment field that 1 knew 
on a first name basis), he was also gung-ho on his invention 
of the vacuum tube. Unfortunately, he stopped when he de- 
signed, produced, and patented a 2-element tube (the diode). 
It, of course, filled the tremendous need at the time for a rec- 
tifier for power supplies - and as a replacement for the crystal 
detectors in receivers. Cunningham at RCA beat him to the 
punch by patenting the addition of a grid for the triode. 

1 used to love to sit in the big recording studio where the 
soloists would sing into big ornate wooden horns with big 
diaphrams driving the cutting stylus. I personally knew Enrico 
Caruso, Madam Schuman Heink, Billy Jones & Ernie Hare - 
(the Happiness Boys) and a host of the biggest of the big names 
in that recording studio. 

When my aunt died, I fell heir to my uncle's book of all of 
his patents. As an employee of Edison, all the patents were in 
my uncle's name ASSIGNED TO EDISON. For years, it used to 
kill me to hear stories of how things had been invented by the 
wizard Edison (like the rotary shutter on movie projectors that 
ended the era of "flickers") and then find the patent in my 
uncle's name in the big fat book of Patents. 

I could write a book. .... Harvey

report covered several areas of activity, namely: Operating 
Activities, Activities Manager, Convention Coordinator and 
Taping Coordinator for the blind. Considerable discussion en- 
sued over interference problems experienced by members in 
the QSO Party. Pres. McCoy discussed the matter reading ex- 
cerpts from letters he had received. Activities Manager, J. Strom, 
K9BSL provided the Board with QSO Party results. 

Proposed New QSO Party rules for our QCWA Golden 
Anniversary QSO Party were presented to the Board by J. Strom 
- they had been provided to him by Dave Fischer, WOMHS. 
Details of the QSO Party will be published in later issues of 
the Journal, Good input was received from Dave Fischer, 
W@MHS and also from Leland Smith Jr, W4YE. This was dis- 
cussed and will be presented to the committee. 

The Convention Coordination report was provided by 
Treas. Wes Randles. He advised that the 1996 Convention will 
be held Oct 4 thru 6 in Ottawa, Canada. George Roach, 
VE3BNO is the Chairman. This will be our first QCWA Con- 
vention held outside the continental U.S.A. He also advised 
that the 1997 Convention, our 50th Anniversary, will be held 
in Kansas City, Mo. on Oct. 10 thru 12. The Mid Continent 
Chapter #35 will be the host Chapter. The Leo Meyerson Chap- 
ter #154 will host the 1998 Convention. Don Doughty, W6EEN 
is Chairman. It will be held in Palm Springs, CA. The dates 
are not firm at this time. 

Report on Taping Coordinator for the Blind was provided 
by Wes Randles for Blanche Randles. The program continues 
to be well received - she advises that 68 members are now on 
the list to receive the tapes. She reminded the Board to re- 
member the taping program when attending Chapter meet- 
ings, Hamfests and participating in QCWA nets. Also, to put 
a reminder in our newsletters. 

The Plans and Program report was provided by Walt Brink, 
W3WPY. His committee has been looking at ongoing programs 
and will present a full report at the fall meeting in Ottawa. 
Some of the subjects under consideration are: Term limits for 
Officers and Directors. What should be done with the build- 
ing fund. Should the Spring Board meeting be abolished. Di- 
rector Brink cited the Scholarship program and the Taping 
program for the Blind as our top programs. He offered kudos 
to the GM for outstanding service. He also offered kudos to 
the Finance Committee indicating our investments are stable 
and productive. Special thanks were offered to outgoing Of 
ficers and Directors including W1EFW (Deceased), WLRW 
and W4COW for their years of service. Special thanks were 
extended to our outgoing President Lewis McCoy, WLICP for 
his unusual force of stability, humor and common sense all 
the years he has served QCWA. McCoy was cited as respon- 
sible for our improved financial picture. 

The Publicity & Awards report was provided by Director 
Jack Troster, W6ISQ. Troster indicated that Chapters were re- 
luctant to nominate members of their own Chapters. Commit- 
tee member Ethel Smith, K4LMB, suggests Member of the Year 
award be given every year. Special national awards are being 
considered for the Ottawa Convention. Several names were 
brought up for consideration - motions were made and passed. 
Troster continues our publicity efforts with QST, Worldradio, 
Florida Skip and Electric Radio. He advises our "home page" 
is in operation and is attracting about 600 "hits" a month. 

Constitution & By-Laws. Changes and additions to the C 
& B Ls had essentially been completed by Director Ed Yoder 
and Jim Walsh. It was moved and passed that Secty Swafford 
would take the position as Chairman. 
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Scholarship Fund report by Leland Smith. He advises that 
the balance in the QCWA Memorial Scholarship Fund is 
$148,140; an increase of $16,218 over the $131,922 reported 
in the Fund at Manchester, NH Board meeting last October. 

This substantial increase in the Fund was due to a large 
contribution by one member, a sizeable gift from the spon- 
sors of the Manchester Convention, a significant gift from the 
estate of a Silent Key, and an increase in the number of gifts 
from Chapters and individual members. As approved by the 
Board, one $1,100 cash grant and thirteen $700 cash grants 
are being administered this year for QCWA by The Founda- 
tion for Amateur Radio. 

Hugh Turnbull, W3ABC, Chairman of the FAR Scholarship 
Committee, advises that to date he has received 285 requests 
for information and application forms for the 58 scholarships 
being funded by the organizations his committee serves. 

Balance in the QCWA Building Fund is $31,518, an increase 
of $300 over the October, 1995 balance. 

International Relations. Director Croft Taylor, VE3CT, pre- 
sented the report indicating that he had spent most of this 
reporting period on the Ottawa Convention. 

A note of interest: All U.S. visitors are eligible for a refund 
of the 7% GST (Goods & Services Tax) upon returning to the 
US, and in some cases, the 8% Provincial Sales Tax as well. 

FCC Liaison. This report was provided by VPres. Kelleher 
and Pres. McCoy. The vanity callsign program has slipped to 
the middle of the year and maybe further. At press time it has 
been indicated that the vanity callsign program will probably 
begin on May 31, 1996. The matter of Morse code decision 
brought up at the WRC in 1995 was postponed until 1999. 

QCWA/ARRL Liaison. President McCoy advised that he 
had written ARRL President Rod Stafford suggesting that Pres. 
Elect Kelleher be appointed to any joint committees dealing 
with the future of ham radio. Stafford was reluctant to take a 
firm positive position on the matter. There is no rife between 
the ARRL and the QCWA at this time. 

Concern for the Future of Ham Radio. Candidate Tony Stalls 
had written a paper to the QCWA Board about a year ago and 
Jack Kelleher had wanted the Board to read it and respond if 
possible by letter. At any rate Tony gave a very sobering sum- 
mary of his assessment of the Amateur Radio situation today. 
It was generally accepted that Johnny Johnson had done more 
for amateur radio than anyone else at the FCC. There have 
been statements made that the FCC is getting or should get 
out of the enforcement business - that they will eventually 
auction off our frequencies. Commissioner Hunt believes that 
the hams should pay for the use of our frequencies. 

Response from McCoy and Kelleher both agreed that now 
is not the time to bash the FCC and that the ARRL has for- 
mally advised the FCC what a poor job they are doing. 

Board Member Ethics. Director Croft Taylor presented the 
Board with a proposal on Board Member Ethics. The state- 
ment before the Board stated: QCWA Board will hold elec- 
tions every two years; No officer shall attempt to influence 
these elections by dissemination of information on Associa- 
tion letterhead. QCWA stationery shall be used only for trans- 
acting official business and for advising members of official 
Board decisions.The meeting was adjourned at 16:30. W4HU 
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An Historical Sketch of the Grand Island Monitoring Station

Arlington, Virginia; Chatham, Massachusetts; Rocky 

Point, Long Island; Bolinas, California; Grand Island, 
Nebraska. These were locations for powerful transmitting fa- 
cilities; all but the latter which was known for its unique abil- 
ity to receive radio signals, much to the chagrin of commer- 
cial and amateur operators alike. The establishment, in 1929, 
by the Radio Division of the US Department of Commerce, of 
its first radio monitoring station was soon to spread the name 
of Grand Island, Nebraska around the globe. 

The phenomenal growth of radio broadcasting (AM radio), 
from its inception in a Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania basement 
(1921 -KDKA) was cause for concern in the regulatory agency 
and the new industry itself. New stations, licensed and unli- 
censed, were springing up almost daily and if order was to be 
preserved it was conceded that a monitoring facility was 
needed. Although the growth of broadcasting was no doubt 
responsible for the construction of the Grand Island Monitor- 
ing Station and the choice of a location in the approximate 
center of the United States, the regulatory functions of the 
establishment encompassed all radio licensees. There were 
comparatively few radio services prior to 1930, the primary 
users being ships and coastal stations, point to point telegraph, 
AM broadcasting and radio amateurs, with the amateurs far 
outnumbering other facilities. Police and aviation radio were 
in their infancy and the principal means of radio communica- 
tion was telegraph. Low and medium frequencies (10-3,000 
kHz) were widely used and the short waves (200 meters or 
less) were relegated to the amateurs for whatever use they might 
make of them. The heart of the new monitoring station was to 


be a Primary Standard of Frequency, a means whereby engi- 


neers at the station could measure the frequency of received 


T: old-timers in radio certain place names stood out: 
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signals to determine the compliance of licensees 
with their frequency assignments. Prior to this 
time frequency measurements were made at the 
transmitter site, usually with a calibrated 
wavemeter or decrameter. Such a system had its 
drawbacks and a search was made for a suitable 
means of "off-the-air" measurements of frequency. 
First consideration was the purchase of equipment 
utilizing an oscillating pendulum. Such a device 
was under study by the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company and consideration for 
purchase was made. In a letter to Mr. S.W. 
Edwards, U.S. Supervisor of Radio, Detroit, Michi- 
gan dated May 10, 1928, U.S. Radio Inspector 
James C. McNary wrote of his visit to the plant: 

"We found the primary standard apparatus 
much the same as it was on a visit to the E. Pitts- 
burgh works a month or so ago. The system ap- 
parently has not changed. The system, as will be 
recalled, consists of an electronically driven pen- 
dulum which is supposed to control a 5000 cycle 
tuning fork. The driving amplifier of the tuning 
fork is supposed to furnish power for the harmonic amplifi- 
ers of the frequency multiplying system which in turn is used 
in the actual measurement of the received signals.” 

Mr. McNary goes on to describe the apparatus, pointing 
out alleged discrepancies in the accuracy of the system and 
its unsuitability for use by the government. 

By way of explanation the described apparatus was to drive 
a clock which was to be compared daily with Naval Observa- 
tory time signals and corrected to produce an accuracy of mea- 
surement of one part in 200,000 (an accuracy of 5 cyclesat 
1000 kilocycles (kHZ). Considering the broadcast tolerance 
of + or- 50 cycles (Hertz) then in effect this was considered 
sufficient accuracy. The contract to purchase the pendulum 
standard was abandoned due to the inability of the contractor 
to satisfy all requirements but not before a large concrete 
pedestal for the machine had been poured in the basement of 
the new monitoring station. It stands there today, never used. 

About this same time, Westinghouse was busily engaged 
in design of a quartz crystal frequency standard and a con- 
tract was awarded for purchase of two such standards. These 
were massive devices and with their associated equipment 
occupied hundreds of square feet of floor space in the build- 
ing. Powered by batteries charged by motor generator sets, 
these standards continued to function and provide accurate 
measurement standards at this station until the mid 1950's 
when they were finally discarded in favor of smaller units with 
slightly better accuracy. The instruction book (2 inches thick) 
for one of the Westinghouse standards begins as follows: 
Station Description 

"The location for the Central Frequency Monitoring Sta- 
tion was chosen at Grand Island, Nebraska after an extensive 
search had indicated the flat prairie regions of central Ne- 
braska to be most suitable. It is situated approximately 6 miles 
from Grand Island, Nebraska and about one-half mile north 
of the Lincoln Highway. Telephone, telegraph and power sup-

ply are brought into the station through a half mile of under- 
ground lead covered cable. Figure 1 is an exterior view of the 
buildings. From left to right we see the building housing the 
diesel engines for the emergency power supply and the ga- 
rage. Next we have the main station building and to the right 
of this a line of poles supporting RF transmission lines. The 
airways beacon tower appears at the right of the picture. This 
tower supports a rotating red beacon and a fixed white bea- 
con points to the nearest airport. Figure 2 is an interior view 
of the main operating room showing three of the receivers. 
The two on the left are for intermediate frequency bands and 
the one to the right is used for low frequency reception. Fig- 
ure 3 is another interior view of the main operating room show- 
ing one high and one intermediate frequency receiver in the 
foreground. To the left of the high frequency receiver is lo- 
cated the main standard cabinet and on either side of this are 
the screened rooms. The left one houses the measuring equip- 
ment and the one to the right contains the timing equipment. 

Most of the antennas for short wave reception are direc- 
tional and are located away from the receivers, in some cases 
as far as 800 feet, with transmission line lead-ins. One array 
receives from east or west and another from the south. For 
long wave reception, two large loops have been set up, at right 
angles, crossing at the center. A goniometer arrangement in 
connection with a single wire antenna permits unidirectional 
reception over 360 degrees. Other antennas of the half wave, 
single doublet type provide for reception of the intermediate 
wave lengths constituting the balance of the band covered." 

What better description of the first monitoring station 
could be found! We are truly indebted to the author of this 
instruction book for leaving us with this picture. Speaking of 
pictures, the book is profusely illustrated with photographs 
of the equipment and its placement in our building, the in- 
structions having been compiled after installation was com- 
peted. 
The Federal Radio Commission Era 

Full scale operation of the station began in 1932. No record 
of the first citation (Official Notice of Violation) is available 
but it was probably mailed out in July of 1932 and counter- 
signed by Benjamin Wolf "Manager". (This title has since been 
changed to "Engineer in Charge".) 
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Records on hand show the names, addresses 
and positions of all personnel ever employed at 
this facility. The July 21, 1932 roster lists eigh- 
teen employees plus one Westinghouse Engineer, 
a Mr. S.G., Ellis, probably putting the finishing 
touches on the new frequency standard installa- 
tion. Curiously there are three diesel engineers 
listed. These can be explained by the fact that 
originally this station was equipped to generate 
its own power, there being no commercial power 
available. This was corrected in 1932 and the 
diesel plants relegated to stand-by use. By com- 
parison, the August 1933 roster lists but ten per- 
sons including but one diesel engineer/custo- 
dian, a Mr. Lewis S. Anderson who remained with 
us until the 1950's when he retired. The comple- 
ment of ten persons remained unchanged 
throughout the thirties except for replacements 
and transfers. By 1940, five of the original em- 
ployees were still at the station, being Benjamin 
Wolf, Manager; George Jensen, Radio Inspector; 
Maxine Grey, Clerk; Lewis Anderson, Diesel Engineer and 
George Harr, Janitor. 

The Communications Act of 1934 saw the birth of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission and an expansion of the 
powers of the regulatory agency. The high frequencies (short 
wave) were now in full use with new radio services being es- 
tablished and licensed each year. The VHF (very high fre- 
quency) spectrum was put to use first by the amateurs and 
then by a myriad of mobile services such as Public Safety, 
Industrial and Land Transportation. 

A major project carried out at Grand Island and at a few 
other select locations and one that lasted for some 20 years 
was the study of the effect of sunspots on radio propagation. 
For this purpose a recorder house with numerous receivers 
and ink-line recorders was located on the property. Tuned to 
selected clear-channel broadcast stations throughout the 
United States these instruments recorded the received field 
strength of these stations year after year. Analysis of the charts 
from the various receiving locations enabled the Commission 
and the National Bureau of Standards to predict propagation 
characteristics of radio signals. Engineers of the station were 
required to service and calibrate this equipment several times 
each day and to extract the data from the completed charts 
and submit in tabular form to Headquarters. 

Ata later point, with the advent of early television and FM 
broadcasting a similar project was set up to record the field 
intensity of distant FM and TV broadcasters. The data so ob- 
tained was utilized by the Commission to prepare the present 
tables of channel assignments for these services. By having 
empirical knowledge of VHF propagation it was possible to 
provide geographical spacing of co-channel and adjacent chan- 
nel assignments for maximum spectrum utilization with mini- 
mum mutual interference between stations. In the late forties 
and early fifties these projects overlapped for several years. 
The War Years 

In 1939 Congress passed the National Defense Act and the 
complexion of the monitoring station began a change. By this 
time additional monitoring stations were already in operation 
or rapidly being constructed across the nation. Stations came 
into being at Millis, Massachusetts; Marietta, Georgia; Laurel, 
Maryland; Allegan, Michigan; Kingsville, Texas; Santa Ana, 
California; San Leandro, California and Portland, Oregon to

name a few. From these, and others designated as primary 
monitoring stations, crews were sent out to establish small 
secondary stations in rented buildings and farm houses. The 
chief difference between a primary and secondary station was 
the size of the installation and the staff necessary to operate 
it. Primary stations were equipped with long range high fre- 
quency direction finders, whereas the secondary stations had 
loop DF's in mobile units for close-in direction finding. 

As our entrance into World War II became imminent, re- 
cruitment of personnel to man the newly formed network of 
radio monitoring stations began. Announcements of Radio 
Operator and Monitoring Officer positions appeared in radio 
trade journals and amateur publications. Applicants were re- 
quired to have an entrance code speed of 25 WPM, preferably 
with commercial as well as amateur radio operator's licenses. 
Training centers were set up at the primary monitoring sta- 
tions with Grand Island in the forefront. Key personnel from 
the "Routine" division of the FCC staff were elevated to super- 
visory position sin the NDO (National Defense Operations) 
and in 1940 alone 84 trainees arrived at Grand Island in four 
different classes spaced about 3 months apart. After a train- 
ing period of from 3 to 4 months most of these were transfered 
to other locations. In all, 247 persons received training here 
by July 1, 1946 when the Radio Intelligence Division (formerly 
NDO) was again merged with the Field Division. 

Through the war there were two distinct operations at the 
monitoring station. The Field Division personnel, known as 
"Routine", continued in their role of routine enforcement and 
the newly-formed and much larger Radio Intelligence Division 
surveyed the spectrum for clandestine and espionage activi- 
ties. For this operation equipment facilities were greatly ex- 
panded and operational techniques devised that made it vir- 
tually impossible for any radio transmission to go undetected 
for even a short period of time. By wars end the RID had 
handled and solved nearly 200 cases of radio espionage or 
suspected espionage activity. 
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In 1941 acquisition of an additional 80 acres 
of land opposite the front of the station prop- 
erty provided space for nine new rhombic an- 
tennas arranged in a semicircle and spaced 20 
degrees apart. Eighteen transmission lines sup- 
ported on H frames crossed the front lawn to the 
main building. These rhombics were the "ears" 
of the RID. 

An experimental Adcock type high frequency 
direction finder was fabricated in 1939, the first 
of many to follow. Resembling a small plywood 
shack on stilts with a hand-wheel rotated pipe 
boom supporting two vertical shortened dipoles 
the original affair was crude by today's standards 
but provided remarkable results. All equipment 
in the Adcock was self-maintained including bat- 
teries for receiver power. When it was necessary 
to take a bearing on a signal the operator ran to 
the structure, located in the center of a clear area, 
climbed a ladder, tuned in the signal and rotated 
the hand wheel to obtain his bearing. 

A more sophisticated but still manually oper- 
ated model dubbed the Type A Adcock followed. 
On busy watches these were manned full time 
and a VHF transceiver employed for a talk line 
to the station. The next step was the Type B. This was a Type 
A modified for remote control by means of a prop-pitch motor 
and magnetic clutch arrangement. By this time power had been 
brought into the Adcock building and battery operation elimi- 
nated. This improvement came after the war. Later improve- 
ments led to the Type C, still in use and the Wullenwebber 
DF, a different concept in direction finding. 
Communications 

Until the advent of World War II there was little need for a 
system of rapid communications between Commission offices. 
With the growth of the monitoring system and the introduc- 
tion of direction finding facilities a means was required for 
coordinating operations and transmitting bearings to a plot- 
ting center for triangulation. Message traffic was handled be- 
tween Washington and the primary monitoring stations by 
TWX. This took care of volume traffic but was unsuited for 
rapid exchange of information. RID established a CW network 
between all of its offices and monitoring stations. Using tacti- 
cal call letters, a wide range of frequency assignments and 
encoded alert procedures, monitoring personnel manned what 
was probably the most elaborate radiotelegraph network ever 
assembled. Net control facilities were located at Laurel, Mary- 
land and San Leandro, California, handling the European War 
or Pacific War traffic separately or jointly as the needs de- 
manded. By this time monitoring stations had been set up in 
the Hawaiian Islands, Alaska, and Puerto Rico. 

By war's end a leased private line Teletype circuit (land 
line) connected the primary stations with monitoring control 
in Washington, DC and the radio circuits extended this facil- 
ity to the secondary stations as well as providing for back up 
in case of line failure. 

With the closing of the secondary stations after the war 
the remaining stations were all connected by private line 
Teletype (PLT) and the radio facilities used solely for standby 
purposes, except for extension of communications to overseas 
points. Grand Island was designated as the new net control 
facility. Soon the use of CW was abandoned in favor of radio 
Teletype and all stations so equipped. At the present time GI

maintains the radio Teletype communications between our 
overseas stations and monitoring control and provides a cen- 
ter for emergency RITY communications between all stations 
in the event of line failure. 

Post War Era 

As previously stated 1946 saw the merger of the Radio In- 
telligence and the Field Division. Personnel with career aspi- 
rations and potential were absorbed by the various field of- 
fices and remaining monitoring stations, others left for pri- 
vate industry or more lucrative fields. Hiring was at a stand- 
still until early in the fifties. Surveillance type monitoring 
persisted throughout the "cold war" but a gradual transition 
to enforcement monitoring took form. 

Mr. Wolf retired in 1947 and was replaced by Arthur A. 
Johnson, a veteran FCC engineer with expertise in DF loca- 
tion and construction. Mr. Johnson served as Engineer in 
Charge for 20 years, retiring in 1967. 

The post-war years created a new dimension for our direc- 
tion finding network: the locating of ships and planes in dis- 
tress. As most craft were then equipped with high frequency 
transmitting apparatus it followed that the FCC network was 
in a position to fix the location of lost aircraft and vessels. 
The peak of such assistance was probably reached in the early 
1950's when as many as 3 or 4 such assists might occur in a 
week's time. With the transition to VHF communications and 
the introduction of sophisticated electronic navigation devices 
the need for FCC assistance declined but on occasion we ren- 
der such assistance today. 

Balloon Tracking 

An interesting project involving our DF network took place 
in the 1950's. In cooperation with other governmental agen- 
cies the Field Engineering Bureau contracted to provide "loca- 
tion fixes" on high altitude free floating balloons. These bal- 
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loons, measuring a hundred or more feet in diameter, were 
being launched from various points in the country in a study 
of the high altitude air currents (jet streams). Each balloon 
carried a small radio transmitter that transmitted tempera- 
ture and altitude information in coded data form. Constant 
tracking of the course of the balloon and copying of the code 
groups was accomplished by our organization. Many of these 
craft traveled in excess of 100 MPH and from coast to coast. 
The retrieval of the "package" at the end of flight was of ut- 
most importance and when the balloon was "shot down" by a 
command radio signal our fixes became increasingly impor- 
tant. 

Mobile Monitoring 

The post-war era saw a boom in VHF/UHF frequency us- 
age. In the broadcast field TV and FM were new words on 
everyone's lips. Aviation and marine radio moved, at least in 
part, to the very high frequencies. Virtually every taxicab in 
America acquired a radio. Police, contractors, veterinarians, 
railroads, telephone companies and hosts of others were as- 
signed portions of the VHF/UHF spectrum. Due to the lim- 
ited range of the higher frequencies a new approach to moni- 
toring enforcement took place. 

As a preliminary program the FCC began operation of a 
mobile TV-FM enforcement vehicle. The first such vehicle was 
based at Laurel, Maryland at the Commission's laboratory. 
When a second vehicle was added it went to the west coast. 
The third such vehicle operated from Grand Island. Equipped 
to make the many engineering measurements required for 
enforcement of the TV and FM regulations these vehicles travel 
thousands of miles each year monitoring and inspecting the 
television and FM broadcast stations in their area. 

A similar approach was initiated for monitoring the mobile 
VHF/UHF services. First underway in the mid 1960's the pro- 
gram has expanded to the present day. Due to the overwhelming 
numbers of licensees in the VHF services the major portion of 
our work is now devoted toward this end. Grand Island has two 
such mobile monitoring vans covering a ten-state area compris- 
ing roughly one fourth of the contiguous 48 states. 

A third type of mobile monitoring is conducted from here 
- microwave monitoring. A vehicle equipped with receivers, 
dish-type antennas and spectrum analysis equipment covers 
an eight-state area driving from microwave tower to micro- 
wave tower measuring frequencies, bandwidth and making 
base line analysis of microwave systems. 

Due to its unique geographical location in the center of 
the US one of the first Citizen Band enforcement units was 
established in Grand Island in 1973. From here a team of spe- 
cially trained engineers in DF equipped vehicles travel through- 
out mid-America tracking down violators of the Citizen Band 
rules and locating unlicensed operators. 

Conclusion 

The present area of the Grand Island station comprises 
200 acres of land, 160 acres dedicated to monitoring purposes 
and 40 acres used for antennas and buildings for the trans- 
mitting complex (RTTY). Buildings are essentially the same 
as originally planned with the addition of a transmitter house 
and an office building for the Special Enforcement Facility 
(CB). Total staffing is about 18 persons as follows: 8 engi- 
neers, 6 technicians, 3 clerical and 1 custodial. 

On January 16, 1973 the Grand Island Monitoring Station 
was entered in the National Register of Historic Places, the 
first FCC property so designated and indeed a distinct honor.
